The ceded messages of the Hungarian 
diplomstic installations as well as those of the Hungarian agents abroad 
are deciprercd In this section, 


3y The Gedes Section has, among others, a representative in Holland, and one in 
Suitzerlaad, The former is Caaterday ({nu) who is an old-time Communist 
Party member and former iron foundry yorker, He spent two months in training, 
and was given a large amount of money. Ho is new at the Hungarian Legation 
at The Hague, Jotsef Eros is the Codes Section representative in Switeerland; . 
he was a member of the Spanish International Brigade, He speaka French well, 
teving been interned in France during the Spanish Civil War. 


Ae the representatives of the Codes Section undergo a ceminar types of training 
which cougists generally of lectures on Marx and Lenin, The schools are Located 
in the previnces and are of three te four weeks duration. The Commnist Party 
is in comdlete contrel of the schools.

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Of the atove, Istven Varge was executed by the AVH (National Security Police) 
in January 1949 for *unlmown reascus", Zoltan Tompa, who read the Soviet 
peaspapere for the Press Section, also is thought to be "missing". 


The Press Section was assigned political, economic and scientific topics to 
watch for and clip from the English, American (Paris edition of the New York 
Eorald-Trimme), French, Italian, Soviet, Swies, and German newspapers. These 
sews clitpings were mounted on & x 10 inch sheets of paper and filed according 
io the various topics. For exunple news of the atom bomb was filed under 

"gar hysteria" and the officiel view of the Commmist Government was to agsume 
that the United Strtes did not possess a really adequate stom comb. but that 
the Sovlet Union did, 
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
